fact that the letters say that Co unt 
Zeppelin himself will pilo t the huge 
ship if his health, at sev enty -sev en 
y ears, co ntinues to remain go o d. 
The repo rt, which o riginates in a 
highly reliable so urce, say s the trip 
will be made in the summer o f 1915 . 
by which time, the engineers at the 
great Zeppelin wo rks at Friedrichs- 
hafen ex pect to hav e co mpleted an air­ 
ship twice the size o f the present Zep­ 
pelins. 
The ship is to be 1,000 feet 
lo ng and fifty -tw*o feet beam, with fiv e 
to six mo to rs, and the time estimated 
fo r the o cean passage is three day s.

wireless

Airs hip's Powe rs Known. 
Dr. Co lsman, directo r o f the German 
Airship Nav igatio n co mpany , which 
o perates the passenger Zeppelins in 
Germany , has anno unced that the ra­ 
dius o f the Zeppelin airship is no w 
kno wn so definitely , o wing to its co n­ 
serv atio n sy stem fo r retaining its gas, 
that there is no lo nger any do ubt o f 
the airship’s ability to cro ss the At­ 
lantic.

Twelve saloons

W ashington, July 23.—Late yester­ 
day afternoon Colonel Mulhall sought 
the indulgence of the lobby investiga­ 
tion committee long enough to with­ 
draw the charge which he had twice 
made that former Representative Jas. 
E. W atson of Indiana received a re­ 
tainer from the tariff commission com­ 
m ittee of 1909 while still a m em ber of 
the Sixtieth congress. 
Monday and again yesterday m orn­ 
ing, Colonel Mulhall swore to the com­ 
m ittee that while Mr. W atson was still 
a member of the house and Speaker 
Cannon’s right bower, he had dickered 
with officers of the National Associa 
tion of M anufacturers for the office of 
legislative agent to the committee 
which was to be created to facilitate 
the incorporation of a tariff commis­ 
sion provision in the Payne-Aldrich 
bill. He swore further that when Hen­ 
ry E. Miles, active head of the tariff 
commission movement, decided to en­ 
gage the services of Watson he (Mul 
hall) lent Mr. Miles $500 with which 
to pay Mr. W atson his retainer. 
He 
insisted that this transaction was ac­ 
complished in the midst of the fina* 
session of the Sixtieth congress. 
Mr. W atson made up his mind if 
Mulhall persisted in his course and did 
not correct the testimony in this xe- 
spect he would endeavor to have him 
indicted far criminal libel. 
Early in 
yesterday’s hearing Mulhall reiterated 
the charge of the paym ent of the re­ 
tainer to Watson. His statem ent, how­ 
ever, was not quite so positive as on 
the day before, but he was still insist­ 
ent that the payment antedated Mr. 
W atson's retirem ent from public serv­ 
ice. 
Then in the afternoon session Mul­ 
hall interrupted the regular order of 
the investigation to inject a withdraw­ 
al of the charge against Mr. W atson. 
He said he wished to have the record 
corrected in this respect. 
He made a 
complete retraction of his previous 
statem ents, contradicting himself flat­ 
ly. 
He told the committee he had be­ 
come convinced that his statem ent had 
been made in error and that Mr. Wat 
son was not the recipient of any fee or 
retainer and that the adjustm ent as to 
retainer and periodical compensation 
and contingent fee was not made until 
along in April. 
This m aterially re­ 
lieves the situation for Colonel Mui- 
hall, for Mr. W atson’s ire was aroused 
and he had determ ined on the harshest 
of measures. 
The examination of the colonel yes­ 
terday dealt exclusively with his activ­ 
ities during the pendency of the Payne- 
Aldrich law in congress. 
It is gener­ 
ally believed that the present week 
will see the end of the direct examina­ 
tion 
of 
Mulhall. 
The 
disclosures 
which hetpromised are falling short of 
the sensation which he promised, and 
the committee is getting very tired. 
W herever the charges seem to be seri­ 
ous or wherever Mulhall has sought to 
strengthen his case by direct testi­ 
mony not embodied in the letters 
themselves, he has brought from the 
injured parties a furious storm of de­ 
nials and counter-proofs usually of suf­ 
ficient stability to discredit in large 
measure his allegations.

But Henry Joyce, who was the en ­ 
gineer at the plant the morning of 
the fire, says that twenty pounds of 
pressure was all he could get.

to get out quickly and safely , they 
were girdled with fire. Rushing ñames 
came at them through the stairway . 
Flames curled from every floor over 
the rungs of the two fire-escapes. 
tower of flame leaped from the eleva­ 
tor shaft and billowed over the in­ 
flammable stuff by the machines. 
Scores died before they could reach 
stairway or window. 
Their dresses 
caught from the burning waste. They 
dropped ahd were ashes before the 
building fell. A few, less than a dozen, 
wron to the windows and leaped to the 
streets through weaves of flame. They 
were killed by the fall. 
Many girls 
who rushed headlong down the stair­ 
way gave up their lives before they 
had made a dozen steps. It was all so 
horribly quick, so breathlessly sudden, 
that strong men could not have sur­ 
vived, much less y oung women with 
no quick grip on nerve, with little phy ­ 
sical strength to fight and scramble. 


Walled in by Fire. 


They that were saved unhurt or with 
comparatively slight injuries were the 
ones who had been lucky enough to be 
employ ed on the lower floors. 
They 
had time to get out before the over­ 
whelming sw'eep of fire and smoke con­ 
quered elevator, stairway and fire- 
escapes. 
The greatest loss of life took place 
on the topmost floor, the fourth, where 
fifty girls sat knee to knee driving the 
machines that cut and sewed patterns 
for men s overalls. 
For them there 
was not a ghost of a chance. 
Halted 
by the complaint of 
the girl “who 
didn’t want to appear on the street 
just as she was” (that little vanity 
cost her life), they were walled in by 
fire when they finally realized that the 
alarm was in deadly earnest. The loss 
of life on the third floor was appalling, 
for much the samé reason. Few girls 
escaped from either workroom to tell 
of what preceded the desperate strug­ 
gle for air and life. 
The cause of the fire has not y et 
been learned. 
It originated under a 
stairway in the basement, found rich 
food, spurted to the first or office floor 
and then roared aloft. 
In a flash of 
time the great factory was ablaze prac­ 
tically from cellar to roof. 
When the 
first engines came racing to tne scene 
with Chief Hoag shouting commands 
to his men, the firemen saw at once 
that there was little they could da 
Fire was running over all floor« . 


When the Trap Closed In. 


Girls w'ere streaming from the en­ 
trance on Wall street, some with their 
clothes afire, all hy sterical from fright. 
All at once occurred what the crowds 
in the street looked for. Girls appear­ 
ed at the windows and hurled them­ 
selves out. 
Their bodies were crush­ 
ed against the brick-paved streets. 
Two girls showed against the rosy 
windows on the Wall street side of the 
fourth floor. 
One seemed to be carry ­ 
ing or supporting the other. The larg- ( 
er girl shoved her friend through the ! 
window. 
The body dropjved like a 
stone for six ty feet. 
The other girl 
leaped out and was dead when she was 
picked up. 
On the north and east sides the girls 
were try ing desperately to reach the 
fire-escapes. From the roofs of nearby 
buildings people who first reached 
such elevations saw the girls stagger­ 
ing and weaving over the floors, their 
arms crossed before their ey es, vainly 
try ing to protect their sight from flame 
and smoke. 
The watchers saw them 
labor toward the windows and fall be­ 
fore they could get there, overwhelm­ 
ed by the rush of flames. Very few of 
the girls had time even to get to the 
fire-escapes. 
The flames rushed up­ 
ward so suddenly and spread so quick­ 
ly that there was no time for organized 
action, and the trap closed in on its 
victims.

Binghamton, N. 
Y., July 23.—The 
clang of the automatic fire gong, a few 
minutes before 3 o'clock y esterday af­ 
ternoon stopped the busy fingers of 125 
y oung girls at wrork over the machines 
of the Binghamton Clothing company . 
They were not startled or alarmed. 
A girl on the crowded fourth floor— 
the top^—called laughingly to a friend 
across the room: 
“It’s only another one of those old 
fire drills. 
I’m not going down into 
the street dressed as I am and make 
a show of my self.” 
The girls, most of them, settled back 
to work. Two minutes later they were 
dy ing miserably in flames and smoke, 
or crushing each other in hopeless at­ 
tempts to escape down a single stair­ 
way and the two narrow fire ladders. 
In eighteen minutes the four-story fac­ 
tory of “approved factory construc­ 
tion” was a mass of ashes and em­ 
bers, walls, roof and supports fallen in. 
At least fifty of the girls are dead, 
their bodies consumed or charred in 
the smoking debris of the factory . At 
least fifty more are injured, many fa­ 
tally . Of the 125 girls on the pay roll, 
only seventeen have been accounted 
for as uninjured. 
Twenty -two are in 
the hospitals. 
Eight are beflng cared 
for in private homes. 
Possibly some 
of the others who survived the dread- 
’ ful rush of flames and smoke or wno 
fought their way to the streets over 
the bodies of their workmates fled 
away to their homes before firemen or 
police could learn their identity . 
So 
far, though, it is only guesswork to 
attempt to say how many actually got 
out of the fire alive and unhurt. 


Death List May Total Seventy. 


President Freeman of the overall 
manufacturing company and his book­ 
keeper insist that there were less than 
125 girls in the factory , since some 
were on vacation. 
Fire Chief Hoag 
say s, though, that there were 150 girls 
close packed on the four floors. 
So 
that the estimate of fifty dead is as 
low as can reasonably be made. When 
the story is told and the lists are 
checked up, no one will be surprised 
if the death roll runs to six ty or sev­ 
enty . 
Three hospitals are caring for the 
injured, some of whom are so dread­ 
fully burned that they cannot possibly 
live. 
Others, whose lives are hoped 
for, are in frightful agony . 
Around 
the hospitals great crowds are sad­ 
dened by the moans and pitiful cries 
of the injured girls. 
Firemen, police 
and volunteers are digging in the sod­ 
den debris of the factory and are tak­ 
ing out not bodies, but pieces of bod­ 
ies. Of the girls who .escaped death or 
injury , several are near insanity . 
Words can do little more than give 
a dim idea of the shocking fate of 
those who perished. Not even the Tri­ 
angle fire in New York city two y ears 
ago last March equalled the disaster 
in this city . Here in a great building 
of brick and wood, w'here the floors 
were piled inches deep with oil-scaked 
rags and waste, where there was only 
one stairway and two fire-escapes. 125 
girls whose average age was less than 
twenty had less than eighteen minutes 
to save their lives. 
Circumstances 
and bad fortune made their position 
hopeless. There seemed to have been 
no men quick-witted or courageous 
enough to give instant warning of 
their awful danger. 
So that three or 
four priceless minutes were wasted in 
their hesitation to appear on the street 
in their soiled and worn working 
clothes. 


Precious Minutes Lost. 


The fire department was tardy in 
responding, not through any fault o? 
its own, but because the nearest com­ 
pany was at work half way across the 
city on another alarm. 
Five minutes 
were lost there, although it is doubt­ 
ful if the men and the engines could 
have done more than stand by . Then, 
too, the water pressure was low and 
uncertain, where the very strongest 
power was required. 
But the worst of it was that the fire, 
which started in the basement, fed on 
rags and paper and pitchy timber, 
mushroomed and shot upward through 
every vent—elevator shafts, stairway 
and air shafts. So that when the girls 
actually realized that the automatic 
alarm was signalling real danger ana 
not merely calling for the formal drill 
that was meant to show the girs how

N. Y., July 23.—Last night, 
at 8:30 o'clock, Anthony N. Brady , 
world-famous thiction and gas finan­ 
cier, died at the Carlton bote* in Ix m- 
don, according to a cable received by 
E. Palmer Cavit of Albany , son-in-law 
of Mr. Brady . 
Anthony Nicholas Brady was know-n 
as “the Mole of Wall street.” He was 
a free lance in the financial world, and 
his 
methods 
of 
going 
underneath 
things to get what he wanted earned 
him the sobriquet which stuck to him 
through life. 
Financiers used to say 
that they dkl not know just what 
Brady was doing until they were con­ 
fronted with the results. 
Frequently 
they did not like what they saw. 
Brady was what is known as a self- 
made man. He started out on his bus­ 
iness career as cashier in the Delavan 
House barber shop at Albany . He end­ 
ed it a recognized power in the world 
of finance. 
Born in France of Irish 
parents six ty -eight y ears ago, Brady 
came to this country at an early age. 
He got a smattering of book learning 
in Albany . 
Making change in a bar­ 
ber shop chafed his active spirit. 
Be­ 
fore long he was in the tea business, 
running a store of his own. That ven­ 
ture was a big success and he soon en­ 
larged it and became a financial leader 
in his line. 
Wall street was the natural arena 
for him. 
Soon he was in the thick of 
the fight. They all spoke of him with 
respect down there and many of them 
shivered when they saw the “mole” at 
work. It was said recently that Brady 
was worth at least $25.000,000, prob­ 
ably more. 
Nobody knew; he did not 
tell.
